REQUEST 

Refer to tlie Wagner Testimony, pages 54 and 55,  and Exhibit EKW-5, pages 98 tlu-oitgh 
102 of 103. 

a. Provide tlie calculation of tlie Base Period Revenue Requirement (“BRR”) that 
reflects tlie rate base for Kentucky Power and Rockport as of Julie 30,2005 aiid 
the operating expenses as of June 30,2005. Use Forin 2.00 tlxougli Form 2.21 
from tlie monthly environmental surcharge reporting formats to show tlie 
calculation, and include any additional calculations, worlpapers, or assuiiiptions 
needed to determine the BRR. 

b. Explain why Kentucky Power is proposing to include Ilie “Monthly 
Envii-oilmental Base Costs” (“MEBC”) component as a subtraction from the 
Current Period Revenue Requirement (“CRR”) instead of adding the MEBC to 
the RRR. 

c. Explaiii why Kentucky Power believes it is reasonable for the MEBC component 
to fluctuate each billing month rather than using a inontlily average amount based 
on the 12-month total. 

RESPONSE 

a. In reviewing Exhibit EKWl12, lines 2 and 3 should have been removed from tlie 
schedule. Line 1 CRR from ES Form 3.00 should have tlie Base Month Tariff 29- 
5 Enviroiuiieiital Surcharge subtracted aiid that result is the increase/(decrease) of 
monthly eiiviroiuiiental surcharge amount (Line 3). Now that tlie base monthly 
amounts listed on Tariff 29-5, paragraph 6, are rolled into base rates, ES FORM 
2.00 tlu-ougli ES FORM 2.21 are not needed. 

The requested calculations are attached. 

The Base Period Revenue Requirenient (BRR) in tlie Eiiviroimiental Surcharge 
Tariff should reflect tlie environmental revenues included in base rates. The level 
of Enviroiuneiital Surcharge revenues included in the twelve nioiitlis ending will 
be the level of environmental costs iiicuil-ed in during the June 30, 2005 test year 
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siiice revenues are based on tlie Coinpany's costs. Tlie level of enviroiuiieiital 
costs incurred in tlie test year was $28,106,683 (Please see Exhibit EKW-11). 
Using tlie June 30,2005 monthly level of eiiviroiuiiental costs for Big Saiidy aiid 
tlie Rockport Plants fails to recognize tlie gains 011 allowances wliich are reflected 
in tlie Company's test year as a iiegative costs. Using tlie June 2005 Big Saiidy 
aiid Rockport costs and aiuiualizing the June 30, 200.5 amount of $2,7S6,266 will 
over state tlie enviroimiental costs reflected in the test year by $4,968,509 
(($2,756,266 X 12) - $ 28,106,683) (Please see page 4 of this response). Wlieii tlie 
BRR was only the fixed costs, such as in tlie last rates cases, tlie BRR could be a 
fixed level amount each month however, because there are variable cost included 
in tlie enviroioluiiental surcharge base the inontlil y enviroivnental costs sliould vary 
just like tlie system sales base. 

b. Kentucky Power (Company) is proposing to subtract tlie MEBC coiiiponeiit from 
Current Period Revenue Requirement (CRR) because tlie eiivironnieiital costs and 
gaiiis or losses 011 tlie sale of einissioii allowances are part of tlie base rate case. 
Siiice the environmental costs and gains or losses are part of tlie Kentucky P.S.C. 
Jurisdictional total operating revenues and operating expenses 011 Section V, 
Schedule 5, Column 6 ,  the Company would subtract tlie MEBC coiiiponeiit from 
tlie CRR and the result would be an increase or decrease of monthly 
eiiviroiviiental costs. The monthly environmental surcharge would eitlier be a 
charge or credit surcharge factor on tlie custoiiier's bill. Tlie original amount listed 
as tlie BRR amount was the revenue requirement of the original investiiieiit at tlie 
time of tlie Company's last rate case. Now with tlie new rate case tlie BRR 
amounts would be the monthly enviroivnental revenue requireiiieiit as listed on 
tariff 29-5 siiice that is the new costs included in tlie test year. This should i\al-k 

niuch like setting a new base in tlie system sales clause. 

C. Tlie reason the MEBC would fluctuate each billing month is that tlie iiioiithl y 
enviroivneiital costs vary from inontli to moiith. For example, during the ozone 
season there are costs that do not occur during other times of tlie year, such SCR 
operator over-time, tlie cost of urea and tlie cost of trona.

Provide an 
explanation of how Mr. Henderson deteriiiiiied the gross reiiioval and gross salvage rates 
for all plant accounts. Include in tlie explanation a discussion of how tlie provided study 
workpapers support the values for gross removal and gross salvage. 

RESPONSE 

Please refer to pages 7, 8 and 9 of Exliibit JEH-1 for a discussion of how the gross 
reiiioval and salvage rates were determined. Pages 3, 19 and 20 of tlie study workpapers 
contain support for the calculatioii of salvage and reinoval for Production Plant. Pages 
1 1 1 through 1 16 of the study workpapers support the calculation of salvage and reiiioval 
for Transmission Plant. 

Pages 237 though 242 of the study workpapers support tlie calculation of salvage 
and removal for Distribution Plant and Pages 3 8 1 through 443 of the study workpapers 
support the saIvage and removal calculatioiis for General Plant. Since Kentucky Power 
maintains tlie accuinulated depreciation at a fiuictional plant level, the gross removal aiid 
gross salvage costs are recorded at tlie hictional plant level instead of by individual plant 
account. Mr. Henderson chose the 15 year period of actual company salvage aiid 
removal history to be representative of Keiitucky Power's ongoing salvage aiid removal 
costs. Then, since it was desired to recoinmend salvage and reiiioval rates for iiidividual 
accounts, Mr. Henderson allocated the salvage and removal costs to individual plant 
accounts. Rased on tlie original cost retirements by account, salvage and reiiioval rates 
were developed that approximated the 1 5 year actual fuiictioiial history. The study 
workpapers include a suininary page for each plant account that explains the reasoning 
for the salvage aiid reinoval percentages.

Please refer to pages 9 through 13 of 443 of the study workpapers that calculate the 
reniaiiiing life of Big Sandy Plant giving consideration to the retirement of Rig Sandy 
Unit 1 in year 201 5.  

Tliese workpapers develop a weighted average remaining life for Big Sandy plant based 
on tlie retirement dates for each unit. 

The deinolition costs is recovered over the weighted average remaining life of Big Sandy 
Plant.
